Yvette, and he drank 
with her between songs, thereby 
coming the rival of a Moorish chief, 
whom she jilted when Stensland ap­

A few day s later, in cne company o f 
a professor from Cambridge, Stens­ 
land went to Spain, but he was afraid 
to stay there very long, as he did not 
consider Spain safe territory . He re­ 
turned to Gibraltar, and then to Tan­ 
gier, where he was captured by As­ 
sistant State’s Attorney Harry Olsen, 
who followed him for several day s.

Were First Brought to This Country 
About 1850. 


Five Billion Feet of Lumber. 
.Tames L. MclAUighlin, a construct­ 
ing engineer engaged in some of the 
rebuilding enterprises in San Francis­ 
co, estimates that at least 5 billion 
feet of lumber will go into the con­ 
struction ot the ciey, says a San Fran­ 
cisco dispatch. 
This is almost a mil­ 
lion miles, or four times the distance 
I roni the earth to the moon. Some of 
the building that are going up on 
made land require 800 and 1,000 piles 
lo support the footings. 
San Francisco is now using more 
than 20 million 
feet 
of 
lumber a 
month, counting in redwood as well 
as fir and ])ine. The lumber produced 
by the mills in the T’nited States in 
19 05 was 25,084,ICO,000 
board feet, 
and some San Francisco engineers 
say that more than 5 billion feet will 
go into the rebuilding of the city, 
though, of course, this will be spread 
over a period of several years.

“The renovator bores two holes in 
the end of the can which is swelled 
and heats it, forcing out the air and 
gasses. 
Then the can 
is 
resealed. 
Renovated goods can always be de­ 
tected by the soldering over the two 
holes in the end of the can. 
Sale of 
such goods is principally to bakeries 
and such places, where the fruits are 
used in making pies, etc. 
“Vegetables and meats when they 
¡are si>oiled are rotten and nothing 
can restore them.”

“reprocessing” 
plants 
may 
constitute a separate department of 
a factory or be an independent insti­ 
tution that buys up all the spoiled 
foods of w'ell-known houses and by 
the renovation converts them into 
marketable foods. 


American Medical Students In Vienna. 


Owing to the popularity of Vienna 
with American doctors, and the large 
number wdio have 
prolonged their 
stay in the city, an American medical 
society has been formed, says the 
Medical Brief. 
The society has now 
been in existence a little over tw'o 
years, and under its able staff of of­ 
ficers has greatly prospered. It has a 
president, vice 
president, executive 
committee and an orientation commit­ 
tee. Each member of this league has 
to look after his particular depart­ 
ment. 
There is one member of this 
committee for the classes of general 
medicine, another for those of sur­ 
gery and gyneology, another for path­ 
ology ; anther for the eye, and so on. 
The society assumes the responsi­ 
bility of keeping the classes full for 
the professors and their assistants, 
and not only does everything in the 
interest of him who holds the class, 
but also in the interest of the mem­ 
bers of any given class, and those who 
propose to become members of a class. 
The classes are limited to five men 
for operative work, eight for ophthal­ 
moscopy, and ten for external eye 
diseases. 
Each consists of twenty 
hours, an hour every day, except the 
bacteriology and eye muscle class, 
w'hich is finished sooner. 
Before the medical 
society took 
matters in hand the fees for the re­ 
spective courses were higher than 
they are now.

“Few' people who buy a bag of pea­ 
nuts on the street for 5 cents realize 
the extent of the peanut industry,” 
said A. P. Bryan, of Norfolk, Va., m 
the Mihvaukee Sentinel.

ren are sent into the field to pick the 
nuts from the vines.

picker will pick about five bushels a 
day, for which he is paid at the rate 
of 10 cents a bushel. 
“It is not known how peanirts iirsc 
came to this country. 
Both Africa 
and Asia claim the distinction of be­ 
ing the home of this vegetable. 
Its 
first record in 
the 
United 
Stater 
dates back to 1850. 
In 1861 the cro p 
amounted to 50,000 bushels, but it was 
the circus that really made the prea- 
nut a valuable article of co nmierce. 
At the present time the cro p amcmttts 
to about 11,000,000 bushels annually. 
Virginia and North 
Carolina 
sta® 
maintain their lead, but Tennessee 
now raises about 
300,000 
bushels, 
though of an inferior quality. Of the 
ordinary variety i^bout twenty pounds 
make a bushel.

Blueberries and milk or huckleber­ 
ries and cream being a favorite mld- 
vlay diet just now, the question is 
frequently asked whether any attem pt 
has ever been made at their cultiva­ 
tion, say s the Boston Evening Tran­ 
script. 
Two of the agricultural ex­ 
periment stations, one in Maine, the 
other in West Virginia, are engaged 
in this investigation. 
But they have 
not been about it long, and so 
fa r 
report not much more than that the 
bushes do stand transplanting and 
seem to flourish well under care. The 
neglec: of the berry , then, that has 
been shown for generations is not 
necessa ry . Under the cultivation of 
a wizard, like Luther Burbank, the 
berries might grow to be as big as 
plums, and it is also possible that 
they would become seedless some day 
when scientific horticulture had done 
its best for them. But ca n a ny a mo unt 
of tender care improve their flavor? 
Do we not like them for just that? 
We certainly do I'Ot want it changed, 
and we do not see how, if it retained 
its individuality , it could he improved. 
And may it not be changed if through 
transplanting the blueberry grows 
in 
gardens instead of pastures? For the 
bay berry and the sweet fern and a ll 
the other wildings that have from its 
earliest y ears grown happily in the 
same soil are said to impart to the 
berries flavor and fragrances of their 
own. 
The poets, perhaps, were first 
to discover this, hut more than one 
New England housekeeper rolling out 
paste for juicy berry pies, and put­ 
ting 
together materials for a steamed 
berry pudding or for a cold berry 
pudding, has discovered the fact, even 
if she has not talked much about It. 
Perhaps, too, some tiresome persons 
have learned by pry ing that the ber­ 
ries have a dietic value. But if they 
have the rest of us do not want to 
know i t We like them for the taste 
that is good; we do not want 
to 
know any other reasons for favoring 
them.
